The Hon, S. F. Tolmic, Canada’s 
new Minister of Agriculture, has 
summed up the outstanding facts o 
Canada’s agricultural position in a 
article appearing in the November 
number of the Agricultural Gazette. 
He presents statistics showing the 
growth of Canada’s financial burden 
during the past five years, and points 
out means by which our national debt 
will be reduced. He says in part: 

“I am confident that this Domin- 
ion, through the development of her 
natural resources, will in time wipe 
out her debt. Forests, fisheries and 
mines all contribute their part of the 
revenuc, but by far the greatest re- 
turns will be derived from agricul- 
ture, which industry we must con- 
tinue in permanency and increase in 
magnitude. . . . One of the great- 
est responsibilities that falls on cither 
the federal or provincial departments 
of agriculture is the consetvation of 
the great wealth that lies in the vir- 
gin soil. Innumerable considerations 
are involved in this one problem, but 
the whole affair can be accomplish- 
ed if we engage in mixed farming 
with livestock as a basis. This is the 
fundamental principle underlying suc- 
cess in agriculture.”

Barrie, Ont.—A radical reform in 
the administration of the criminal 
laws of Ontario, under the new pro- 
incial government, was suggested by 
Premier Drury here as one of the 
things that may be looked forward 
to from his administration.

Tficks and Deceptions Which Invar-

“Recently telegraphic despatches 
appeared in Milwaukee and Chicago 
papers to the effect that ‘further ar- 
rests and disclosures were promised 
for today in an alleged $75,000 swin- 
dle whereby the Chicago, North 
Shore and Milwaukee electric road 
was.the victim,’ 

“One of the men arrested is the 
manager of a film agency, another 
a film salesman and the third a con- 
ductor, The mode by which. this 
swindle was conducted is an old one; 
the conductor simply neglected to 
punch the tickets collected by him 
and turned them over to a syndicate 
of his friends who in turn resold 
them to friends at reduced rates. 

“Only a short time ago a conduc- 
tor ori a Canadian railway was dis- 
missed from the service for a swin- 
dle of the same kind. . It took no 
spotters nor experienced detectives 
to catch this man. A clerk in one 
of the departments of the company 
applied to his principal for a reduced 
rate to a point one hundred miles 
distant. As the clerk had~been in 
the employ of the company only four 
months “he was not entitled, under 
the rules, to a réduced tate and was 
old this by the head of the “depart: 
ment. He (the clerk) remarked, ‘Oh, 
that’s all right; I can get it through 
my aunt.’ Naturally, the head of the 
department began to think. He won- 
dered who was this aunt that she 
could break down the rules of the 
company and with apparent case. He 
reported the circumstances to his 
stiperior officer who in‘ turn made a 
report to the ticket auditing depart- 
ment. It was easily found out that 
the clerk boarded with his aunt as 
did also the train conductor on the 
run between those two points. The 
aunt was asked to come to the office 
of the auditor and at once confessed 
that she had been the broker be- 
tween the conductor and friends of 
hers whom she could trust... It took 
no spotters nor detectives for that 
job. 

“The fare between stations A and 
B is five dollars. A man who fre- 
quently traveled between those two 
stations one day said to the conduc- 
tor: ‘Why not make a split on this 
fare. 1 go over the road every week 
and you might as: well havé it as 
the company,’ 

“Half fare was agreed on and the 
traveler paid the. conductor two-fifty, 
This went for two weeks and one 
day the man said, ‘I don’t-intend to 
pay you two-fifty any more, Here 
is one-fifty” The conductor demur- 
red, but the man told him he could 
cither take that or nothing. He took 
it. That price was paid for two trips 
then one dollar, then fifty cents and 
then the crowning of it all came 
when a cigar was tendered, The 
conductor said, ‘This has gone too 
far now. You can pay full fare or 
get off!’ 

‘“Get off, will 1? You put me off 
and see what will happen to you.’ 

“The result,, The man. rode for 
nothing. Not only that, he would 
send his card to this conductor with 
‘Jim, this man is all right.’ Finally 
Jim got to the breaking point, went 
to the auditor and confessed, and 
asked to have the man _ prosecuted 
for offering bribes, 

“A short time ago @ hotel in Mon- 
treal was raided under a search war- 
rant on suspicion of being the head- 
quarters of illegal ticket selling. Of- 
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ficers found a curtained-off place ne 
one of the rooms where the ticket 
buyer was accosted on entry. If he 
produced a card which said ‘all right’ 
and signed ‘X, Y.’ he was given a 
ticket, These tickets were furnished 
by conductors who neglected to 
punch them and were resold. 

“Stories of the scheming of the 
traveling public to beat railway fares 
might be carried into columns, but 
they all lead to one ecnd—the conduc- 
tor being caught and the briber go- 
ing free. Many the story could be 
told of the heart broken wife who 
has pleaded with her husband tp stop 
the practice of taking fares knowing 
that most of the pickings are going 
into illegitimate channels.’ Nearly all 
the cases of such stealings can be 
traced to bad habits, cither drink, 
gambling or dissolute women and 
the consequent attempt to live be- 
yond his means. 

“Railway companies are gigantic 
organizations and even’ the ‘most 
humble clerk is bound to be detected 
if he is spending more money than 
his income, 

“While it may be true that spot- 
ters are used the public should be 
fair enough to the companies to 
grant that none are used until evid- 
ence is obtained that fraud is being 
carried on, and then} in order to pro- 
cure direct evidence, the spotter is 
used, 

“Do not believe that auditors sit 
in their sanctums and devise ways 
and means in which those who have 
the handling of the company funds 
may be caught red handed. The 
facts are far from the case... How 
many such are brought before offi- 
cials every year and given a new 
start is never taken into considera- 
tion?” 


Function of the Crown 
Without it the British Commonwealth 

: Would Dissolve 

Perhaps the most valuable func- 
tion of the Britishcrown in these 
Jarter ‘times is its function as the 
chief bond of empire. Without it the 
British Commonwealth or Empice 
would Uissolve. If Britain were to 
become a republic, the Dominions 
would fall away and erect them- 
selves into independent republics, 
and India would probably become 
the scene of terrible internal strife, 
with the prospect of being  scized 
and exploited by some predatory 
power. 

Only a few days ago Mr. Thomas, 
secretary of the British Railway 
Workers’ Union, declared thathée was 
a strong supporter of the monarchy 
because he was convinced that it is 
necessary to the welfare of the Brit- 
ish people and the empire. Doubtless 
that opinion is general among the 
workers of Britain, and loyalty to 
the crown will prove a bulwark 
against the flood of revolutionary 
sentiment which ig fostered “by the 
unsettled industrial corditions, In 
Canada, loyalty to the crown is reas- 
onable, because it is based upon 
recognition of the fact that the crown 


governmental system — a system un- 
det which we have prospered and ex- 
‘panded, and which suits us.

But, when you 
come to think of it, the political 
unions. established in Ganada and 
South Africa were only later exam- 
ples of the political union between 
England and Scotland which brought 
Great Britain itself into existence as 
a political unit only two centuries 
ago. Till that time England and 
Scotland had been constantly and bit- 
terly at war; since that time they 
have grown so close that 1e have all 
forgotten that they were ever scp- 
arate peoples. 

“The union of England and sco 
land has been in existence for two~ 
centuries; the union of British. and 
French Canada has been in existence 
for little more than half a century— 
but who can doubt that the union in 
Canada will produce as great,,~as 
powerful, and as united a nation as 
the British nation itself? . The 


genius of both races is closely inter- ~ 


woven throughout the great Domin- 
fon, not only in the East, but in the 
West, where both races share the 
honors of the carly explorers and 
pioncers,.”
